Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 10-08-2003, the information 
disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

Reasons for allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claim 1, the reference of Ono (U.S. Pub. No. 20030043942) 
teaches a frequency converter and the switching circuit switches the antennas to exclusively 
connect between one antenna and the frequency converter in accordance with a switching control 
signal switch from a control unit. This makes it possible to select a high-frequency reception 
signal S in delivered only from this antenna and supply the signal to the frequency converter (see 
fig. 1 and page 2, section [0037]). However, the reference of Ono and 
the prior art of record fail to disclose: A satellite broadcast receiver apparatus comprising: a 
plurality of signal conversion units provided corresponding to a plurality of signals transmitted 
from a satellite, respectively, each signal conversion unit frequency-converting a corresponding 
signal for output, a signal terminal that can input/output an electrical signal, a signal select circuit 
provided between said plurality of signal conversion units and said signal terminal to selectively 
transmit a signal output from said plurality of signal conversion units to said signal terminal in 
accordance with a control signal applied to said signal terminal to select at least one of said 
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plurality of signals, and a power supply control unit controlling voltage supply to said plurality 
of signal conversion units, wherein said power supply control unit supplies an operating voltage 
to at least one of said plurality of signal conversion units selected in accordance with information 
based on said control signal, and suppresses supply of said operating voltage to other signal 
conversion units as cited in claim 1 .
